Investigations Unit of the Chicago Police Department and has 
linked these two females with a larger group.

lt is believed that similar thefts and other violations 
occur which are investigated by local jurisdictions with no 
apparent FRI interest and, for one reason or another, are 
dropped.

Recently, it was brought to the attention of the 
Anchorage Division that Alaska Department of Motor Vehicles 
(DMV) titles were being obtained for automobiles and trailers 
by using non-existent Alaskan addresses and the titles were 
being forwarded to several states, including Texas, Ohio, 
Indiana, Florida, and Michigan. | 


E . .KENNETH SIMPSON,.Deputy Director of Motor Vehicles, 

Anchorage, Alaska,. advised that the. title requests have been . 
received since approximately December, 1976, and are currently 
being received by his office. He estimates that approximately 

: 40 to 45 titles haye been issued to individuals associated 

' with the Williamson Gang and, recently, he has been keeping 

copies of all documents and correspondence regarding the 

issuance of these titles. 





The California. State Department. of Justice has been 
working the Williamson Gang and one of the more recent gang 
activities that has been brought to their attention is the 
sale of house trailers which range.in length from 25 to 35 
feet. Contributing agencies indicated that each of the 
trailer makes is being manufactured in Williamson Gang 
financed plants in the Elkhart, Indiana, area. 


Most of the sales of the trailers are solicited by 
gang members through newspaper advertisements. When contact 
is made by the potential buyer responding to the ad, the gang 
member alleges that the trailer must be sold quickly and at a 
lower price due to a death or illness in the family. The 
potential purchaser is usually shown an invoice which greatly 
inflates the real value of the house trailer.

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Also, recently,. the Williamson Gang has been regis- 
tering vehicles in the names of females associated with the 
gang and it is believed they are doing this to secure the 
release of the vehicle when a male gang member is arrested. 
The Williamson Gang has also in the past been involved in 
traditional fraudulent roof repair, driveway repair, and 
termite inspections. 


The Anchorage Division is not aware of any federal 
violations in Alaska at this time involving the Williamson 
Gang.

The Wisconsin Intelligence Organization (WIO), is an 
organization of active investigators in the State of Nisconsin, 
which has been active for approximately 20 years.

Wisconsin area, with member departments from as far away as Fond du Lac 
and Door County. SAL] has been a WIO member pap 
for approximately five years. | | 


The WIO has plans to develop and start a task force 
on career criminals which will be called "A Career Criminal 
Task Force". Most of the career criminals who have been discussed 
over the years at WIO meetings have committed crimes in which 
the FBI has jurisdiction, such as bank robberies, ITSP, and 
most of these individuals have become Federal fugitives, who 
have been apprehended and later taken to trial through the efforts 
of the Milwaukee Office of the FBI. 





The WIO task force on career criminals can assist 
and be assisted by the Milwaukee Office of the FBI in many areas. 
The WIO is planning to advise all department heads of WIO members 
of the purpose of the Career Criminal Task Force, which is to 
select well known Wisconsin career criminals and develop an inter- 
agency plan to develop good prosecutable cases which will take 
these people out of the population. As career criminal targets 
are developed, on a "as developed" case, this case will be the 
responsibility of the departmert whose jurisdiction the career 
criminal is the most active.

Aspen ranks number one on our list.

The world-renowned skiing certainly 
attracts wealth to this community of 
carefully preserved Western character 
and charm. but that's just the beginning. 
“The quality of life in Aspen—if you 
can afford it—is the highest available in 
the country.” says Robert Ritchie of 
Coates. Reid & Waldron. an affiliate 
of Sotheby's. “You're buying into a 
community that has everything.” Year- 


round recreational opportunities and 


cultural events make Aspen a true four- 
season resort. 
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“People who have the means think 


Aspen is a great place to raise kids.” 


says Wright. He cites the quality school 
systems. both public and private. as well 


as the outdoor environment. In addi- 


tion to the four major ski areas and one 
of the most extensive cross-country ski- 


“ing systems in North America. there are 


other seasonal activities such as horse- 
back riding. tennis. hiking. white-water 
rafting. fly-fishing. and world-class golf. 
Crime is virtually nonexistent. "What's 
the point in stealing anything?" laughs 
Wright. "Everyone has everything." 


2. Palm Beach, Florida 


Palm Beach is nearly synonymous 
with exclusivity. Six billionaires and 
many millionaires live on this small 
island that measures just 14 miles long 
and three blocks wide. “There are 
more Rolls-Royces per square mile 
than anywhere else in America.” says 
Robert Wyner. a founder of Barclay's 
International Realty in Palm Beach. 

The resort town built in the 1920s 
is famous for its oceanfront man- 
sions. streets lined with palm trees. 
Mediterranean-style architecture. and 
Worth Avenue. one of the most 
famous shopping districts in the world. 

About 9.800 people share this com- 
munity. Most homes on the market 
range from $3 million to $3 million. but 
the median home price is S1.1 million. 
says Wyner. "There are not enough 
waterfront properties to meet demand. 
Its... strictly a seller's market.” he 
says. "There's been a major shift in the 
population over the last five vears. as 
young entrepreneurial families have 
moved in and replaced the older fami- 
lies who were living on trust funds from 
previous big companies in America's 
history. . . . Eight out of 10 home sales 
are to families with voung children.” 

The town benefits from an extraor- 
dinary level of service. Rubbish is col- 
lected five davs a week. and streets and 
beaches arë cleaned daily. 

Furthermore. the negligible crime 
rate invites some of the worid's wealth- 
lest people to circulate here without 
their usual retinue of bodveuards.

3. Greenwich, Connecticut 
Perhaps the greatest draw of 
Greenwich is its proximity to the Big 
Apple. The town of about 58.000 is 
located just 29 miles from Times 
Square. but a world of difference 
exists between the two. Those 29 miles 
separate soaring skyscrapers from 
stately homes; roaring traffic from the 
quiet of sheltered coves. rolling hills.

concrete from 32 miles of noncommer- 
cial shoreline on Long Island Sound. 
Some of society's most influential 
members. including writers. artists. 
financial wizards. and top-level corporate 
executives. call this bucolic town home. 
Despite its small-town ambience. with 
white-gloved police officers directing 
traffic on its tree-lined main shopping 
Street, there exists a plethora of low-rise 
office complexes. Modern telecommu- 
nications have prompted many New 
York executives to run their businesses 
from Greenwich. More than 30 financial 
firms now operate in town. And when 
they need to head into Manhattan. resi- 
dents rely on an excellent rail system 
with express trains that whisk them to 
Grand Central in less than an hour. 
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Greenwich also offers three private 
vacht clubs. eight golf clubs plus an 
exceptional municipal course. numer- 
ous gourmet restaurants. and 12 pri- 
vate schools. 

A recent article in the Greenwich 
Time stated that the median cost of a 
home in 1997 was $715.000. However, 
Georgina Williamson of Georgina 
Williamson Inc. says that a $1 million 
home in Greenwich. where much of 
the land is zoned for four acres, is con- 
sidered “very modest.” while a good 
home with small grounds typically costs 
between $2 million and S5 million. 


4. Grosse Pointe Farms, Michigan 

Henry Ford and other industrial pio- 
neers of Detroit knew what they were 
doing when they chose Grosse Pointe 





Farms as the site of their summer 
homes. Located on Lake St. Clair, a 
small lake between Lake Erie and 
Lake Huron. the town is ideally situ- 
ated for those who love water sports. 
Its harbor docks up to 300 boats. 

Those wealthy industrialists have left 
behind estates, mansions. and eracious 
older homes that enhance this bed- 
room community of about 10,000. No 
industry exists in Grosse Pointe Farms. 
which is 90 percent residential, 

There is a diversity of real estate. 
with homes ranging from about 
$120.000 to approximately $4 million, 
and the average home selling for 
$390.000. Five estates worth over 
51 million changed hands last year. 

Education is important in this town, 
where over 60 percent of the adult resi- 
dents have earned at least one college 
degree. This emphasis on education 


extends to the community's excellent 
public and private schools. 


9. Kapalua, Hawaii 

Kapalua's 408 vear-round residents 
know how it feels to live in heaven. Tnis 
1.500-acre resort community located on 
the northwest corner of Maui offers fine 
restaurants, white sand beaches. three 
championship golf courses. and dra- 
matic ocean scenery. After all. Kapalua 
means “arms embracing the sea." 

The median home price in Kapalua is 
$900.000, according to Worth magazine. 
Among the more than 250 vacation vil- 
las and luxury home rentals are seven 
residential communities. Many people 
choose to make Kapalua their second or 
third home, making for a lot of transient 
traffic, says Sybil Orr of Prudential Maui 
Realtors. 

Rocky peninsulas stretch out along 
either side of Kapalua Bay. protecting 
its waters from large waves and making 
it an ideal spot for swimming and 
snorkeling. The bay's beach has been 
named one of America's best by the 
University of Marvland’s Laboratory of 
Coastal Research. The community 
enjoys two tennis complexes. intërna- 
tional golf competitions. and music and 
wine festivals. A small and efficient air- 
port services the communitv. 


6. Boca Raton. Florida 

Boca Raton has proved much more 
than a nouveau riche alternative to 
Palm Beach. More than 180.000 resi- 
dents now enjoy its tropical climate. cul- 
ture, and small-town charm. 

Years ago, Boca "bought more 
oceanfront per capita than any other 
town on the Gold Coast," savs Chris 
VanCott of Barclay's International 
Realty. “They did a lot of things right in 
planning and development." This strat- 
egy helped preserve Boca Raton's 
small-town character even when the 
town's population expanded. 

Very little new development —com- 
mercial or residential — will take piace in 
Boca Raton in the coming years. Only a 
few commercially zoned areas remain 
undeveloped, and most of the residen- 
tial areas have been filled as well. 

A wide range of housing exists. from 
a $155,000 home to estates in gated

‘Communities where prices can reach 
into the millions. Buving a home in the 
historic Old Floresta neighborhood is 
quite costly — Addison Mizner (the 
architect of Palm Beach) built more 
than two dozen Mediterranean-style 
homes there. 

No manufacturing companies exist in 
Boca. Instead. many high-tech compa- 
nies thrive there. attracting a young 
workforce. The average Boca citizen is a 
youthful 40 vears old. in comparison to 
surrounding communities where most 
people are of retirement age. 

Cultural opportunities abound. 
Residents mav choose among six live 
theaters. the Harid Conservatorv. the 
Boca Pops. the Museum of Art. and 
the Boca Ballet. Almost 30 parks pro- 
vide fitness trails. playgrounds. tennis 
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courts. baseball fields. and swimming 
pools. A 24.000-square-foot conven- 
tion center recently opened. Golfers 
choose among 22 courses. Each win- 
ter. the horsey set flocks to the Roval 
Palm Polo Club. 

Add to this lush landscapine. hospital 


facilities. and quality public and private. 


schools. and you'll be thinking of mov- 
ing there. too. 


1. Hilton Head, South Carolina 
If ever there was a place whose main 
attractions were natural beauty and 
year-round sunshine. it's Hilton Head. 
The 42-square-mile barrier island 
located off the coast of South Carolina 
boasts beautiful beaches. golf Courses, 
over 200 restaurants. nightlife. and 
numerous recreational opportunities.” 
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Residents indulge in some of the 
best natural and man-made diversions 
around. More than 20 miles of bicycle 
paths and nature trails facilitate explo- 
ration of the island. Residents can 
unwind at nine marinas. 300 tennis 
courts. numerous nightclubs. and 2? 
golf courses. 10 of which are private. 
Beachcombers benefit from a recent 
beach renourishing project in which 
sand from the ocean floor was pumped 
onto the beaches to prevent erosion. 

The 15 plantations that once made 
up this island settlement have been 
replaced today by gated residential 
developments containing a variety of 
homes. The average home costs about 
$355.000. but prices range from a low 
of $170.000 to about S? million. 

Each year. almost 2 million tourists 
invade the 12-mile-long haven. their 
presence contributing to many shop- 
ping areas. condominium complexes. 
time-share units—and traffic jams. 
Any inconveniences created bv the 
island's popularity are worth it to the 
30.000 people who call Hilton Head 
home. The island's new parkway, 
completed earlier this vear at a cost of 
more than $90 million. is expected to 
alleviate some of the congestion. 


8. Gold Coast (Chicago, Illinois) 
This neighborhood on the Near 
North Side of Chicago appeals to both 
young executives and wealthy empty- 
nesters moving from the suburbs into 
the city. Both appreciate the area's 
elegance and access to the best 
Chicago has to offer in theater. sym- 
phony. opera, and fine restaurants. 
Brownstones, mansions. prestigious 
CO-Ops. and condominiums comprise 
the Gold Coast. considered the most 
expensive area in Chicago. The com- 
munity is densely populated. and 
home prices can range from $50.000 to 
$5 million. Many of the buildings have 
fabulous waterfront views as the 
neighborhood is bounded by Lake 
Michigan to the east. Lincoln Park to 
the north. and the Loop to the South. 
La Salle Street marks the community's 
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western boundary. Michigan Avenue. the 
city’s best shopping street. runs through 
both the Loop and the Gold Coast. Good 
prit ate schools are within easy reach. 


9. Newport. Rhode Island 

Families with surnames such as Van- 
derbilt and Astor flocked here in the 19th 
century and built opulent mansions thev 
called “summer cottages.” Some of the 
wealthiest and most prominent families 
in North America have lived in Newport. 
This tradition continues today. 

More than 28.000 residents occupy this 
community on the southernmost point of 
Aquidneck Island in Narragansett Bay. 
Established in 1639, Newport remains 
one of the most historically intact cities in 
the United States. Colonial-stvle homes 
from the 1700s through the early 1900s 
sull stand. No manufacturing or industrial 
companies are allowed. and the commu- 
nity contains just one retail district. 

According to town assessor Allan 
Booth. 795 percent of Newport. if not 99 
percent. has attractive neighborhoods.” 
The community consists of more than 
huge estates. though. “When vou see the 
Breakers [mansion]. that’s a very small 
percentage of Newport.” he savs. 

Out of almost 7.000 residential proper- 
ties in Newport. only 101 are estates. 
Newport provides 43 percent of all subsi- 
dized housing in Rhode Island. dropping 
the median cost of a home to 5135.000. 

Yet buyer interest in the big estates 
remains steady. Six estates averaging 
$1.125 million sold last vear. The S6.5- 
million Auchincloss home where Jacque- 
line Kennedy summered also sold. 

Newport residents also benefit from 
proximity to urban centers such as 
Boston. Manhattan. and Providence, R.I. 
Newport is home to the U.S. Naval War 
College. Salve Regina University. and the 
Newport Hospital. 


10. La Jolla, California 


La Jolla. which means “the jewel” in 
Spanish, certainly lives up to its name. 

Residents of this affluent hillside 
community 14 miles north of San Diego 
number approximately 35.000. and they 
have just about everything: the Pacific 
coastline with its cliffs. caves, and 
famous surfing beaches: many fine 
restaurants and art galleries. including 
the San Diego Museum of Contempo- 
rary Art: and numerous recreational 


activities. La Jolla is also home to the 
University of California. San Dizgo and 
many biotech and software companies, 
“I's a beautiful area. The climate is 
probably the best in the country.” says 
Mike Farris of Century 21 MonëviVorid. 

According to Farris. the median value 
of a La Jolla home is about 5730.000. with 
many estates selling for much more. 

The town contains several public and 
private schools as well as the renowned 
Scripps Memorial Hospital and Scripps 
Clinic and Research Foundation.

Purpose of Communication: 


The purpose of this communication is to alert field 
offices to the Birmingham and Milwaukee investigations and to 
provide an overview of the illegal schemes committed by the 
organization. This communication should be circulated to 
personnel in each field office, who take complaints, and to the 
white collar squads as well as VCMO squads.  Ordinarily FBI 
investigations would not be initiated upon the receipt of 
individual reports of the individual offenses, because of the 
dollar amounts of the individual thefts, however for the reasons 
outlined herein Birmingham would be interested in receiving 
reports concerning any offense committed by the organization. The 
subjects are involved in crimes which might be investigated by or 
referred to white collar squads. This investigation is being 
worked by the FBI Property Crimes Task Force as an ITSP case, 
because the task force has resources to commit to the 
investigation. 


The organization has been involved in business frauds, 
identity theft frauds, impersonation frauds where organization 
members pose as FedEx Ground Inc. delivery drivers to pickup 
express mail packages, and counterfeit check frauds where 
organization members pose as FedEx Logistics and FedEx Ground 
delivery drivers to pass counterfeit checks, and staged 
automobile accident/insurance frauds. The organization has taken 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in United States currency and 
property from victims throughout the United States. The subjects 
travel constantly throughout the United States. There is 
information indicating that the subjects are using computers and 
an Internet Web Site in connection with there schemes. 


If organization members are arrested by an unsuspecting 
law enforcement agency, it is possible that they may be able to 
use a stolen identity and make bail before their true identities 
can be determined. When organization members were arrested in 
Homewood, Alabama, the police detective could not present 
evidence to the prosecutor that established that individuals 
using gift certificates knew that the gift certificates were 
obtained by means of a counterfeit check. 


Overview of Criminal Activities Involved in by the Organization: 


The Birmingham Division first became aware of the 
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organization during late May 2002. Since that time Birmingham 
has collected the folloving information concerning the 
organization's illegal activities. The fact that the subjects 
are traveling constantly, using different schemes and different 
identities makes it highly unlikely that the following is a 
complete description of the organization's illegal activities.. 
Birmingham knows that the organization has been involved in other 
criminal activities which Birmingham has not been able to obtain 
information detailed herein.

tens of thousands of dollars in jewelry and other valuable from 
jewelry stores and other businesses in Houston, Texas, Orlando, 
Florida, and the Minneapolis, Minnesota, area. On several 
occasions the organization used its understanding of FedEx Ground 
Inc. operating procedures to have jewelry and other items shipped 
by FedEx Ground Inc. to locations where the items could be 
obtained without sending the items to addresses belonging to 
organization members. 


A cooperative witness provided information indicating 
that on 05/23/2002 [was in possession of a 
UPS delivery driver uniform and a eld computer of the type 


that was used by UPS drivers. Based: upon the information 
provided by the CW, law enforcement officers conducted a search 
without a search warrant and seized the uniform and the handheld 
computer. It is possible that the search would fall under the 
Carroll exception, but the facts are complicated and the 
information should not be included in affidavits in support of 
Search or arrest warrants without a detailed consideration of the 
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facts. The information is included in this overview, because it 
is likely that the organization will pose as delivery drivers for 
more than one company. UPS officials have provided information 
indicating that UPS and other delivery driver uniforms are often 
sold by auction companies including E-Bay. 


Among the items contained in the stolen FedEx packages 
were business records containing names and credit card numbers of 
business customers, and records concerning the business bank 
accounts. The organization used the stolen business information 
obtained from the FedEx packages in other identity theft schemes 
throughout the United States. used the stolen bë 
bank account information to prepare counterfeit checks vhich bIC 
purported to be drawn in FedEx Logistics bank accounts. They 
used a laptop computer which they transported state to state to 
create the counterfeit checks. used the 
counterfeit checks to pay one identity theft victim money that 
they owed her. 


[ ^ posing as a FedEx Ground Inc. delivery person, 
used counterfeit FedEx Logistics checks to purchase tens of 
thousands of dollars worth of shopping mall gift certificates in 
Lake Charles, Louisiana, Mobile, Alabama, Montgomery, Alabama, bë 
and Birmingham, Alabama. The mall gift certificates vere like b7C 
checks. There was no method in which a business honoring the 
gift certificates could deduct the purchase price of an item and 
leave a remaining balance. When any item was purchased using the 
gift certificate, the remaining credit was refunded in cash to 
the person presenting the gift certificate. The organization 
obtained the gift certificates using the counterfeit checks and 
quickly converted the gift certificates into cash by purchasing 
low value items from stores in the mall on the same day that the 
gift certificates were obtained.
